The Communists asked for a fur­ 
ther recess in the Korean truce 
talks. 
If the Communists “Insist 
un prolonging the w ar” they can 
expect even worse bombings, Gen­ 
eral Collins said. 
Switzerland, explaining the arrest 
of a Lausanne professor affiliated 
with a Communist group, said an 
attack on the neutrality of the In­ 
ternational Red Cross was an a t­ 
tack on Swiss neutrality. 
No action will be taken by Britain 
or the Anglican Church against the 
Dean of Canterbury.

Philadelphia —More than IOO persons in the Port Richmond section 
of Philadelphia were felled by smog-like acrid fumes early today from 
a fire at the General Smelting Co., causing an entire block to be 
evacuated. 
The fumes were spread by southerly winds and kept close to the 
ground by high humidity. The fumes, given off by a smouldering zinc 
compound, together with some from the blaze were described as “highly 
toxic.” 
Deputy Police Commissioner Herbert Kitchenman ordered officers 
to cruise about the entire area warning all persons suffering from heart 
ailments to leave their homes. 
A total of 58 persons were brought to Northeastern General Hospital, 
including a six-month-old baby, four firemen and two patrolmen. At 
least one woman was reported in a serious condition. Emergency treat­ 
ment by the Fire Bureau Mobile Rescue Squad was given to some 50 
firemen who were overcome by the fumes.

The survey made by the High­ 
way Department last June, July 
and August included only travel by 
private 
automobile. 
It 
revealed 
that motorists who came from other 
states spent more than a million 
dollars a day. The expenditures 
. were made by 10,118.000 motorists 
who used 4.U&.000 passenger auto-1 
mobiles, remained in Pennsylvania! 
an average of 2.6 days and spent' 
an average of $9.10 while in the j 
Keystone State.

so we can get the <civil rights* 
program through."

If your family like* meat on the 
table every day, you probably have 
a lot of trouble keeping the food 
budget down to ii rea*onahle level. 
Try variety meats. 
They're eco­ 
nomical. and flavorful, tm . Variety 
meats are such item* as liver, kid­ 
ney, tongue or heart. AU these aret 
a good source of iron and the B 
vitamins. 
Livers and kidneys also 
are rich in vitamin A. 
You can get beef. pork or lamb 
liver. The calf liver, which Is t h e 1! 
mildest and probably the tastiest, j I 
is seldom in the real economy class. II 
However, a portion of liver weighs 11 
Ie** than most other meat servings,1; 
und the price evens out thut way. 
If you've got to buy cheaply, pork 
liver is the least expensive. But, it 
has a pretty strong flavor, und takes j 
careful handling. 
All liver has very little fat. which 
i» one good reason why it's usually 
cooked with bacon. 
You can boil, 
fry or bruise liver, but don't over-j 
cook it or it will be lough. 
Cork and beef kidneys are th e ' i 
kind 
you usually find in stores. 
Cork, calf or lamb kidneys are all I 
very tender. Beef kidneys are tough 
and the hest thing to do with 
them is braise them or cook them I 
in water. 
The most common variety meat is 
tongue, which is available fresh, 
smoked, corned or pickled. 
As 
for hearts, rem ember beef, it 
pork, lamb and calf hearts all are 
muscle meant, and will be tough un- J 
less cooked right. 
The best way to cook hearts^ is to 
boil them in 
salted 
water "until 
they re tender. 
Some people lik e 1 
roasted hearts, but you still ought to 
soften them up with some parboil- 
ing first. 
If you plan to roast or 
bake hearts, remember to brush 
them with fat. this being another 
variety meat that has very little 
fat of its own. 
Very often, a woman will buy 
variety meats and cook them, but 
will be disappointed in the results, 
In many cases, it * neither the meat 
nor the cooking th a t’s to blame. It s 
just that the meat was not cooked 
promptly. These are a1! meats that 
should be used as fresh us possible 
for the best results. If you can, buy 
them and use them immediately. If
